All 
lut one of the twenty-seven military 
men on board, including the entire ad- 
miralty trial board, were killed. 


The disaster1 occurred just above the 


main street of the city of Johannisthal, 
while the big dirigible, 500 feet long, 
wns making a trial trip preliminary to 
its acceptance as flagship of the new 
German aerial navy.

tlemen sny he is much more trustworthy 
than the inore energetic halt-breed. His 
word given, be is apt to keep it, and he 
has some ideas of • honesty, which is 
more than can be said of the gray-eyed 
half-breed. 


Dennis Buck a Good Scout. 


"There used to be a thoroughly pleas- 


ant and reliable chap, a full blood, who 
took dinner at the ranch occasionally. 
His name was Dennis' Buck, and ho had 
been a member of the Indian police and 
he brought us much useful informa- 
tion. 
He could tell who. was stealing 


cattle and he did—and usually the cul- 
prit was not a full blood, either. 


"But quite the most picturesque In- 


dian who came our way was old Fine 
Weather. Fine Weather was a veteran 
of the Sioux wars of the '70's. and there 
was a tradition among the cowpunchera 
that he uad taken seven white scalps in 
his time. For a long time he avoided 
the ranch i lie had quarrelled witb the 
owner over the matter of some hay. 
And we used to see' him occasional!} 
drive up to our well, a hundred yards or 
so from the ranch house. 
He canu 


there for water, which nobody had thi 
least objection to his .taking, but he 
never came without a rifle in the crook 
of bis arm. There was certainly a. thril' 
to one fresh from civilization to sco tlic 
old man drive around behind the fence 
avoiding the dooryard, his reins in one 
hand, his rifle in the other. 


Fine Wcathet Calls for Dinner.

came in to dinner.

was more than seventy, a 20-year-old 
Carlisle football player could not have 
carried himself strjiighter. He wore his 
hair in two long braids that hung down 
Iris breast, nnd his great brown, furrowed 
face was as unchanging as if it had been 
carved oiit of rosewood. He said noth- 
ing during the mccl, but devoted himself 
to the ham and potatoes as though lie 
h.id been fasting for a week."

world's records for shot putting, and died 
of typhoid fever after a brief illness. Rose 
was a big. florid, full-blooded man, of the 
type typhoid finds rich soil.

Ralph Rose was born In JHealdsburg, 


Cal., graduated from

mitted to the bar and has been a practic- 
ing attornev since. 


For eight years Hose had been a cham-

Athens In J906. and he was puccesslvoiy 
a member of the Americans at Ixmdon in 
190S and Stockholm in 1912, always bring- 
ing home first place, until last year when 
he was beaten by McDonald (American) 
with a put eieht Inches short of Rose's own 
world's record of 51 feet, 16-pound shot, 
mnde at Travcrs Island. New Tork. In 
1909.

pound jhet. right hand putting, Rose also 
held al! American records with the S- 
twund, 12-pound. IS-pound, Zl-pound and

Federal Bureau of Labor 


Statistics Brings Out 


Surprising Fact. 


WASHINGTON 
GOSSIP 


Washington, Oct. 17.—The federal bu- 


reau of labor statistics comes out with 
what amounts to a flat statement that 
the shorter the working day the greater 
is the output of the laborer. 


In its booklet just issued on the ten- 


hour day for women and young persons 
in industry, the bureau shov.'s that while 
wages have advanced and. hours have de- 
creased, such advance and decrease have 
taken place in the period when "Ameri- 
can industrial activity nas increased to 
the greatest extent" further, the re- 
jport states: "It is now a well known 
tact that the adoption of a nine-hour 
day has not affected the amount or value 
of the output even in the case of cstab 
lishuients where machinery is predomi 
nantly used." 


The bureau thus confirms the economic 


law which has always been maintained 
t>y the labor unions "that limitation of 
hours of labor increases instead of de- 
creasing the productivity of labor." 
It 


is shown, for instance, that in Norway, 
a fifty-three-hour week 
in the state 


workshops results in approximately the 
same total output as was formerly ob- 
taiued in the sixty-hour week. This, of 
course, is due to the fact that tho work- 
ers are capable, of a more intensive appli- 
cation to labor for a short period than 
for a longer period. The exhaustion of 
the worker by IOIIR hours of labor unfits 
him for tho next day's work. A longer 
rest and recreation 
period between 


worktimea, however, enables him to re- 
cuperate and remain always at his best. 


If Anybody has a spare woolen mill 


hanging around which it ia anticipated 
may be put out of business by our new 
tariff law, the consul gnneral at Cou- 
stantinoplc, Mr. li. Bie Kavudal, can tell 
him what to do with it. 


Advices received by the bureau of 


manufacturers of the 
department 
of 


commerce here from Mr. Ravndal state 
that the Turkish government is anxious 
to get foreign capital to start a woolen 
mill in the city of Angora. The gov- 
ernment of the vilayet of Angora is 
trying, through the Turkish ministry of 
commerce and agriculture, to induce for- 
eign capital to start such a mill. The 
city- has a population of about 40,000 
and is the terminus of the principal sec- 
tion of the Anatolian railway. As the 
center -of- a .region- which produces -much 
wool and mohair, it should offer special 
opportunities for the manufacture of 


thread, yarn, tops, et*., and even for 
finished woolen products. 


"The provincial authorities are dis- 


posed to accord all possible facilities to 
such an enterprise which ought to prove 
profitable to its backers.'1 .jays the re- 
port of the consul general. 


The reason for the action of the Turk- 


ish authorities is «ixvn as the inm-ase 
of emigration from TurKey to XortU and 
South America, and the natural desire 
f the Ottoman government to check 
this hriivv drain upon its jx>pulation.
